MIS surveillance: who should 
be the targets? 


Something ofa furore was caused last month 
when a former MIS agent, David Shaylor, blew 
the gaff on some of the operations of Britain’s 
foremost national security organisation. He 
spoke of the files that his former chiefs had on 
a number of people deemed to be possible 
security risks because of their connections 
with the far left of politics. Labour’s Peter 
Mandelson, for example, was ‘outed’ by 
Shaylor has having been under surveillance on 
account of his membership, when 18 years old, 
of the Young Communist League — an 
exposure that led to Mandelson nearly blowing 
a gasket. 

Shaylor’s general line was that such 
surveillance, including phone-taps of the people 
concerned, was totally unjustified in an 
allegedly ‘free’ society, and that groups like 
MIS had far too much power, which they were 
prone to abuse. This analysis was 


enthusiastically endorsed by a number of 
articles in the politically correct press. 
Particularly under fire was the security chiefs’ 
alleged cold war ‘paranoia’ long after the cold 
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war had ceased to exist. Some writers 
demanded to know why MIS was preoccupied 
by subversives on the left but not subversives 
on the right. 

The latter allegation is in fact not true. So- 
called ‘far right’ groups have regularly been 
the objects of MI5 attention over the years — 
on the admission of no less a person than 
former MIS boss Stella Rimington — though 
it is difficult to justify such a practice. 

The proper function of a nation’s security 
services is to keep watch on the activities of 
people who might pose a threat to national 
security. This description could fit anyone 
whose political loyalties are to organisations 
and causes sympathetic, to one degree or 
another, to the idea of a ‘world order’ to which 
the interests of the nation-state (their own, that 
is) might be subordinated. 

This does not mean that such a person 
necessarily would consciously or willingly 
engage in an act of treason, only that he or she, 
because of misguided ideals about ‘world 
peace’ or the ‘brotherhood of man’, could be 
prone to manipulation by others quite prepared 
to commit treason. 

Organisations and individuals ranging from 
left to centre in their orientation could therefore 
justify surveillance by state security services 
on those grounds. Organisations and 
individuals of the ‘far right’ surely could not. 
The ‘far right’ is supposed to stand for the 
‘extremes’ of nationalism and patriotism. One 
may question whether these are a good thing, 
but one could hardly claim that they are 
subversive or a threat to national security. By 
definition, the ‘extreme’ nationalist or patriot 
is the person most concerned of anyone to 
oppose subversion and protect national 
security. 

If MI5 or any other national security services 
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feel it within their remit to keep surveillance 
over people or groups of the ‘far right’, this 
would suggest that priorities other than those 
of national security have taken over. If so, we 
are entitled to know what they are. 

As for ‘cold war’ paranoia, here is where one 
can sympathise with MIS’s critics. In fact the 
criticism could be taken further. Not only is 
such paranoia ridiculous in the 1990s, to a 
great extent it was so previously. 

In the ‘cold war’, the Soviet Union and its 
satellites were certainly engaged in subversion 
against Britain, but they were not the only 
ones. The same could be said of the promotors 
of European Union — and indeed those in 
Britain who worked for the hegemony of the 
United States over this country. 

Were, for instance, those who passed secrets 
concerning Britain’s nuclear bomb capacity to 
the Soviets any the less subversive, not to say 
traitorous, than those who earlier had performed 
the same services for the Americans? 

It is high time that we in Britain straightened 
out our thinking concerning national security 
and its requirements, for until we do the proper 
functions of our state security services are 
going to be confused in a mass of fog. 


Dodging the real issue 


It is the ‘in-season’ for tampering with long- 
standing British institutions. We have had the 
referenda in Scotland and Wales for the setting 
up of local parliaments. The new Government 
now has legislation in the pipeline for 
abolishing the voting rights ofhereditary peers 
—an obvious sop to those in the Labour Party 
who want to get rid of the House of Lords 
altogether. In the meantime, agitation is 
building up for the Monarchy to be 
‘modernised’. While this does not go quite as 
far as abolition, it calls for much of the 
traditional royal protocol to be swept away; 
for the Queen to be more ‘accessible’ and ‘in 
touch’; and for sweeping economies in the 
upkeep of royal symbols, beginning with the 
decision not to replace the royal yacht 
Britannia, which has already been taken. 

All this is explained away as a response to 
growing public demand. But just who has 
whipped up this demand? Were the ordinary 
man or woman in the street in Scotland or 
Wales so tremendously anxious to have these 
parliaments (for which they will have to pay 
extra in taxes) before certain politicians and 
newspapers put the idea in their heads? Was 
there — and is there now — really such a 
groundswell of opposition to the House of 
Lords and the way it works? Do Mr. and Mrs. 
Average really want a royal family who look 
and behave just the same as they do? 

We suspect not — except to the extent that 
the politically correct chattering classes have 
implanted these ideas in the their heads. 

There is a crucial question to ask about all 
these institutional changes: are they going to 
make Britain one iota better governed or a 
better country? 


Take devolution for Scotland and Wales. Is 
it going to improve things for the people there? 
Is it going to bring them greater economic 
prosperity. Is it going to make government 
there any more enlightened or efficient? 

Hardly. The new parliaments in Scotland 
and Wales are going to be made up of people 
of the same political class that has made an 
almighty mess of the United Kingdom. It’ll 
just mean that in some affairs those to blame 
for the mess won’t be so far away! 

And just what is the abolition of the powers 
of hereditary peers going to achieve? At least 
some of these peers are people of a great deal 
more intelligence and wisdom than their 
counterparts in the Commons. The Lords in 
the future, if certain people have their way, is 
going to be comprised of nothing better than 
faithful and loyal party hacks — put there by 
the party bosses inreward for services rendered 
to their parties, not to the nation. 

And what of a more ‘democratic’ Monarchy 
—with expenses trimmed? Is the money saved 
going to benefit the ordinary British family? 
Perhaps by a few pence a month. Is it going to 
make the run-down British economy boom, 
with new industries sprouting up everywhere? 
Not exactly. 

Though Spearhead and the British National 
Party are, broadly-speaking, traditionalist in 
outlook, we would not shirk scrapping certain 
traditions where it could be demonstrated as 
essential to making Britain a better-run country. 

But we are deeply suspicious of those who 
are always demanding institutional change for 
which they can produce no evidence of real 
national benefits.

Like fellow 
Euro-MP Robert Evans, Mr Ford 
stressed the importance of exert- 
ing pressure on European Union 
nations to take a strong stand 
against any form of racist activity. 


Equality chairman Dr Richard 
Stone told the meeting that he 
was pursuing his campaign to pro- 
hibit any future TV _ election 


broadcasts from the British 
National Party. 
This year’s televised BNP 


address sparked over 70 comp- 
laints to the broadcasting industry 
watchdog. 

Board of Deputies senior vice- 
president Jo Wagerman added 
that racism on the Internet and 
efforts by the Ku Klux Klan to 
establish a British base were other 
areas of concern.

“Lawyer jailed for taking £218,000” was the 
headline ona medium-sized article in the Daily 
Telegraph of 2nd October.

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CYBERNATION? 


FRANK KIMBAL-JOHNSON looks at the nation and the internet 


THE EXPANSION of the Internet signals 
the demise of nationhood within the next 
few decades. This is the view of numerous 
academics, computer experts and media 
puncits. They contend that the emerging 
‘global community’ linked by computer 
networks is invalidating traditional ideas 
of nationhood based on geography, kinship 
and a unique cultural heritage. 

Already, it is pointed out, the Internet 
cocks a snook at all governments in matters 
of international trading, censorship, freedom 
of expression, civil rights, jurisdiction, 
taxation, security and many other things 
ordinarily subject to official constraints of 
one kind or another. This anarchic state of the 
Internet has already generated demands from 
some quarters for some kind of legislative 
framework and policing based on international 
agreements. Some governments, notably those 
of Germany and the USA, have already gone 
to court to try to ban certain types of material 
being trafficked on the Internet. However, 
their efforts are doomed to fail because, as 
with armaments embargoes, other countries 
promptly take over the market for the items 
in question and there is no practicable way of 
denying access to anything on the Internet. 
For example, the ‘neo-Nazi’ material which 
Compuserve(the biggest Service Provider 
giving access to the Internet) agreed to ban 
under pressure from the German government 
remains readily available to any computer- 
user via North American sources which still 
enjoy freedom of speech. 

However quite apart from this ability to by- 
pass the legislative controls of individual 
governments, it is argued that Internet users 
are becoming a global community with its 
own protocols and conventions, a so-called 
‘Cybernation’. And in time, the argument 
runs, this entity will become increasingly 
autonomous and will siphon off most of the 
traditional functions of nation-states (much 
as the European Union is doing to its member 
States). 


Problem for governments 


There is no doubt that much of a government’s 
power depends on its ability to monitor most 
socio-economic transactions involving the 
transfer of goods and services; otherwise its 
revenue-gathering and regulatory activities 
would be impracticable. But this ability is 
based on conventional paperwork and physical 
checks of some kind or other; and as these are 
replaced by ephemeral electronic messages 
the administrative problems soon become 
formidable (as auditors know only too well). 
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Moreover, all official regulations are confined 
to a government’s geographical area of 
jurisdiction; they have no force whatsoever 
in the global Internet domain, so-called 
‘cyberspace’. Just as significant is the Internet 
challenge to Establishment propaganda and 
news management, since the computer user 
has instant access to world-wide news and 
information sources on virtually every subject 
under the sun. We are free at last of ‘official 
handouts’ , edited news and politically-correct 
versions of events; and that freedom fatally 
undermines any totalitarian regime. The Iron 
Curtain. was effectively torn down when 
Soviet citizens gained increasing access to 
global radio andTV broadcasts. As one US 
President shrewdly observed: “The Kremlin 
is more afraid of us dropping Sears-Roebuck 
mail-order catalogues on the country than it 
is of nuclear missiles.” 

But whether or not the Internet and its 
‘global community’ invalidates nation-states 
depends of course on your definition of 
nationhood. Is a nation simply a mass of

people either of diverse races or of common 
descent, language and history, within a defined 
geographical boundary? Does the Jewish 
diaspora across the world constitute a nation? 
It is the either/or question that separates true 
nationalism from the synthetic citizenship 
peddled by ‘one world’ politicians, who see 
the Internet as an untidily evolving instrument 
of a future world government. Naturally 
therefore, they are clamouring for some form 
of international regulation of Internet traffic, 
partly by concerted government action and 
partly by commercial takeovers of the network 
providers. And there is little doubt that the 
self-same people who have achieved such 
dominance of the mass media in the United 
States, Britain and most other ‘democracies’ 
are desperately keen to take over the Internet, 
recognising as they do that it has the potential 
to destroy their power and influence in the 
world. 

Meanwhile let us not be overawed by 
techno-babble and media pundits. In fact, 
radio, TV, telephones and communication 
satellites have not changed the realpolitik of 


race, religion and territory since their 
introduction, and neither will the Internet. A 
nation cannot be created by diktat or 
international agreement, or a shared 
technology; it is an historical entity forged by 
kindred folk through many generations of 
sacrifice, dedication and communal effort. It 
is indeed a matter of blood, sweat and tears, 
not mere bureaucracy and legalistic 
definitions. 

Acquiring a telephone doesn’t mean you 
have anything new to say. And unless you are 
one of the shallow-minded ‘nerds’, having a 
computer linked to the Internet doesn’t change 
your basic outlook and fundamental loyalties 
to any significant extent. Indeed, there is 
every probability that advances in 
communications technology will not so much 
shrink the world to a ‘global village’ but 
emphasize and highlight the really fundamental 
divisions of humanity along lines of race, 
religion, cultural heritage and territory 


Loyalty 


Depend upon it: the medium is most 
definitely not the message. Notwithstanding 
its impact on legal, economic, commercial, 
govern-mental and other transactions, 
therefore, the Internet does not affect the 
basic loyalty that binds people into an 
indivisible nation-state. Those who contend 
otherwise may know a great deal about 
computers, but they demonstrate a woetul 
ignorance of human nature and history. It is 
a philosophical truism that all the advances of 
science and technology have not been 
accompanied by any significant change in 
human nature; all they have done is to provide 
more powerful and sophisticated means for 
expressing the same old motives — good and 
bad — which drove our primitive ancestors. 
The motives behind the slingshot and the 
ballistic missile remain the same; likewise 
those behind the smoke signal and the Fax 
transmission, and behind the donkey-cart and 
the jet airliner. Technology serves the 
psychopath, criminal and traitor just as 
faithfully as it serves the enlightened 
philanthropist and patriot; the ends may or 
may not justify the means, but they always 
make the most of them. 

So let us use the Internet as we use 
everything else, to promote the best interests 
of our national culture and kinfolk and 
safeguard our children’s future. Without 
that motivation it becomes little more than 
an idiot’s bauble. With that motivation it 
is fast becoming one of the most powerful 
weapons in our armoury.

IAN BUCKLEY 
attacks : 
another 
display of 
decadent 
‘art’ 


THIS IS not a fogey-like attack on modernism. The modern 
movement in the arts has produced a fair number of 
interesting works that diagonise the twentieth-century malaise. 
If you haven't read the remarkable passage in James Joyce’s 
Ulysses that ends “Old England was dying,” then maybe now is 
the time to take a look before the Race Law tyrants decide to 
blot it out. But what | want to discuss here is the art that goes 
beyond the line of describing a sick society, and becomes itself 
part of the sickness, part of the problem. 

The last few centuries have seen the decline of public fresco 
painting and the rise of easel pictures. Thus art has become a 
commodity, an investment to be stuck in a bank vault, and 
ceased to be a public spiritual enrichment. Dealers promote a 
given type of art, customers pay inflated prices for it and 
inferior works are hyped to ever higher prices in an endless 
circle. Fake artists make a great deal of money offering 
fashionable squalor and obscenity to the jaded nouveau-riche. 

In Britain today this sort of ‘art’ is associated with the name 
of Charles Saatchi. Readers will probably already have heard 
of his ‘Sensations’ collection at the Royal Academy. At 
least Saatchi is not predictable. Just when you think he’s 
reached the bottom, he manages to go a little lower. 


Cultural enrichment 

Some of the stars of the Saatchi exhibition should also have 
had their works shown in Australia, but practicalities hampered 
the cultural enrichment of that distant land. Marc Quinn’s head 
made from frozen blood was unable to complete its air journey, 
despite being wrapped in numerous ice-filled bags. 

Chris Ofili’s painting in elephant dung was subject to 
numerous delays before it reached the Museum of 
Contemporary Art in Sydney. Australian Customs took an 
interest in the unusual painting medium, and argued that the 
importation of faeces into Australia was prohibited by 
quarantine regulations. The British Council had to be brought 
in to smooth the passage of this piece of ‘art’ into Australia. 
That’s the same British Council that arranged the Antipodean 
visits of Laurence Olivier and the Royal Shakespeare Company 
during the1950s. How times change! 

Cosmopolitan internationalists like the Saatchis not only 
sponsor junk art, but their enormous wealth and influence 
additionally ensure that once-respectable institutions like the 
Royal Academy and British Council are also dragged down and 
turned into promoters of pernicious rubbish. The Royal 
Academy exhibition naturally features a full complement of 
pickled animals by Damien Hirst, including a shark and neatly

bisected pig. The dismembered cow, a particular Saatchi 
obsession, also appears, this time in the form of a long frieze. 
The cow motif recurs in another work by Hirst, which must 
have had the attendants itching to grab the cans of Flit — an 
encased jam model of a cow’s head surrounded by thousands 
of flies. I’m not sure what it all means in psychological terms, 
but this one exhibition certainly has enough material in it to 
keep whole teams of psychologists writing papers for years! 

Thomas Crunfeld, another Saatchi favourite, specialises in 
creating fake animals by mixing different bits of different 
species. He imaginatively produces stuffed creatures such as a 
sheepdog with a sheep’s head. Bat-winged fawns or fox- 
headed pheasants gaze mutely from the display cases. Pope 
Julius had the Sistine Chapel, Napoleon had the Arc de 
Triomphe, but Charles Saatchi’s got a crow-headed codfish! 

The exhibition item that really caused outrage was the portrait 
of Myra Hindley made from child-sized handprints. The quite 
justifiable reaction to this picture has obscured the fact that 
this was exactly what the artist and exhibitors desired. 
Evidently they reckoned that publicity would attract more 
curious punters who would hand over their £7 fees to view the 
notorious collection. Sensation was also served by inviting the 
bereaved parents of the murdered children to a cheese-and- 
wine viewing of the Hindley portrait. How thoughful and 
generous! But presumably Mrs. Winnie Johnson and Mrs. Ann 
West might prefer to attend a different sort of hanging. 


Taste and talent 

As a taster to the giant Myra Hindley portrait, an adjacent 
room features the dismembered dummies created by the 
Chapman brothers. Mannequins with scattered heads, legs and 
arms are tied up and displayed on a tree. You want more? The 
dummies also have weirdly displaced genitals! After all this,the 
‘sexualised furniture’ of Sarah Lucas comes almost as a relief. 
This exhibit is just two fried eggs on a table, like something 
from a ‘Carry On’ film. 

But perhaps we should be grateful to the Royal Academy for 
putting on such a show, with its revealing glimpse of these 
people’s strange mind-set. In the healthier future that is to 
come, people will look back in incomprehension and disbelief at 
such events. Did people really visit such exhibitions of filth, at a 
time when one in three children grew up in poverty, when one 
in four males underwent enforced idleness, frequently disguised 
as ‘early retirement’, when politicians crowed in triumph 
whenever skilled industrial workers were driven to take ‘jobs’ in 
junk food outlets for £2.80 an hour, when 15 million Britush 
citizens were poorly nourished and liable to disease, when 
damp and leaky ceilings collapsed in our neglected schools? 

_ Poisonous fads seem to flourish during periods of crisis. 
Maybe they act as distractions for the weak-minded. Millions 
of citizens are in debt and virtually living hand-to-mouth but 
they manage each week to find the money for the TV stamps. 
What do they see? Idiot gameshows. Adverts that scream: 
‘Ring 0891 — Dial a gay — Ring 0891 - Dial a gay.’ Or 
‘entertainment’ like BBC1’s Confessions, which specialises in 
humiliating its victims. And, all the time, it’s open season on 
white, heterosexual males. 

Like the Saatchi exhibition, such programming represents the 
high-tide of filth and degeneracy. 

The worst is almost ended, the tide will turn — and our day 
will come! 
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THE ‘NEW’ TORYISM: 
JUST MORE OF THE SAME 


JOHN TYNDALL takes a look at the Hague ‘Revolution’ 
and asks: could there be anything more pitiful? 


THE TORIES just don’t seem to get it, do 
they? After an electoral catastrophe, 
underlining a deep and potentially terminal 
sickness in their party with rapidly 
haemorrhaging membership and looming 
financial bankruptcy, they seem to be 
capable of producing nothing in the way of 
change save even more soporific doses of 
thesame liberalism and political correctness 
that have lost them their best supporters 
and reduced them to a feeble caricature of 
a party, with no better idea than to don the 
clothes of their opponents and become more 
Blairite than Tony Blair. 

Even before last month’s conference, the 
signs were in the wind. Master Hague, splendid 
in baseball cap, had visited the Notting Hill 
Carnival and paid his respects by pronouncing 
it Britain’s most important cultural event. 
Shortly previous to that, he had declared to a 
party meeting that he wanted to see more 
Black and Asian Tory MPs. There is no 
possibility that these were ‘off-the-cuff 
gestures originating in no more than some 
momentary personal impulse; politics just do 
not work that way these days. Young William 
would have carefully consulted his panel of 
advisers, image-makers and spin-doctors 
before making such moves. The blatant wooing 
of ethnic minority support is clearly an 
important item on the ‘New’ Tory agenda. All 
the pros and cons concerning it will have been 
weighed carefully in the balance. The ‘racist’ 
vote will have been dismissed contemptuously 
onthe calculation that — ‘fringe’ parties apart 
— it has nowhere else to go; what might have 
been lost on the roundabouts is reckoned to be 
more than compensated by what can be gained 
onthe swings. Principle, of course, has nothing 
whatever to do with any of this; all that matters 
is point-scoring in the party game. 


More ‘trendy’ than Labour 


The Tories clearly have been enormously 
impressed by ‘New Labour’, assuming that 
that party’s shiny, youthful, ‘swinging’ image 
has been the key factor in its electoral landslide 
victory — not thinking for a moment that the 
true cause might lie in the British people being 


prepared to vote for a collection of rosetted 
baboons if it meant getting them (the Tories) 
out. Every revolting feature of the Blairites 
has been taken on board — with a few more 
added for good measure. 

Of course, part of the Tories’ dilemma has 
been the woeful collapse of their appeal to the 
young. A recent pamphlet compiled by four 
party whizz-kids titled Blue Skies Ahead drew 
attention to the fact that Young Conservative 
membership in 1949 was 160,000, whereas it 
has now dropped to a mere 3,000. In the 
patronising way that has become de rigeur in 
contemporary politics, the Tories have 
assumed that appealing to youth means 
pandering to childishness, self-indulgence, 
irresponsibility and every other socially 
damaging tendency of the late 20th century. 
They have fallen for the fashionable leftish 
idiocy that political and moral issues are a 
matter of young versus old instead of wrong 
versus right. 


Calculated ploy 


Just William booked a double-room to share 
with his fiancée at Blackpool, not because the 
thought of a week’s celibacy was unbearable 
to him, but as a calculated ploy in the bid to be 
seen ‘modern’ and therefore ‘youth- 
oriented’. No doubt, Hague’s spin-doctors 
were also keen to dispel the widespread rumour 
in Tory and homosexual circles thathis support 
for the right of adult perverts to bugger 
schoolboys has a personal motive.The 
eyebrows raised among older Tories, including 
Lady Thatcher, were seen as a positive asset in 
this quest. 

Long before the conference, the Hague team 
had set the style for the new era of 
Conservatism. ‘‘We have not listened 
attentively enough to what our members and 
the public have been saying,”’ they proclaimed. 
The ‘listening’ leadership became the new 
gimmick, and William & Co. embarked on a 
highly publicised nationwide tour to 
demonstrate this new-found virtue. The stunt 
continued at the conference itself, with 
delegates invited up onto the platform to say 
their piece in front of the TV cameras. 


The charade was pathetic. Real leadership, 
in any era and of whatever political persuasion, 
knows instinctively what has to be done. If the 
new Tory hierarchy has to tout its ears around 
the party’s constituencies to ask alland sundry 
what kind of a programme they think it needs, 
it clearly has no idea of where it is going. Of 
course, it is elementary that political leaders, 
like commanders in war, have their ears to the 
ground to get a feel of what the rank and file 
are thinking. But this is merely a guide to 
morale andhow to manage it. It is no substitute 
for a policy, which should stem from an 
application of the best brains to the major 
problems and then firm decisions which owe 
nothing to the whims of the mob. 

Besides, there is something transparently 
phony about the quest for a ‘consensus’ which 
blatantly ignores certain vital questions of 
public concern, such as immigration, which 
constitute no-go areas that have been ruled out 
of any debate before the show even starts. 
Lord Tebbit, who probably knows a good deal 
more about grass-roots Tory sentiment than 
any of the young cubs grouped around the new 
chief, truly set the cat among the pigeons when 
at a conference fringe meeting he spoke of the 
‘divisive force’ of multi-culturalism, and urged 
that people of all minority races in Britain 
should be prepared to integrate themselves 
fully into the mainstream population instead 
of becoming, in his own words, ‘‘foreigners’ 
holding British passports.”’ 


Insurmountable differences 

Lord Tebbit was of course speaking tongue- 
in-cheek; he knows very well that black and 
Asian people can never be properly integrated 
with this country’s indigenous inhabitants 
because of ethnic and cultural differences that 
are insurmountable; but this was just his way 
ofraising the issue in sucha manner as to make 
it acceptable to at least some party folk in Tory 
conference week. 

Quite predictably, Hague responded, not by 
trying to argue that Tebbit’s views were wrong 
— an argument which would have required a 
serious debate on the whole pros and cons of 
immigration and multi-racialism — but merely

marxist textbook of political warfare: do not 
argue with people who put forward 
inconvenient ideas; just dismiss them by calling 
them ‘out of date’, by saying that ‘‘times have 
moved on’’ and that one cannot ‘‘put the clock 
back.’ This is the sort of mindless verbiage 
that has paralysed discussion of a whole host 
of harmful changes wrought upon Britain in 
the present century. It supposes that a policy is 
invested with some magical validity merely by 
its being presented as ‘new’ while its opponents 
are depicted as ‘‘living in the past.”’ 

The truth is that, generally, an idea that is 
right in its time does not become ‘outdated’ at 
a later time — except within the limited context 
of technology. When politicians talk of 
something becoming ‘outdated’, they mean 
not that the passage of time itself has rendered 
it wrong but that power is in new hands, with 
a new agenda, and that they, as aspiring 
participants in the game of power, feel bound 
to revise their attitudes. 


Surrender of conservatism 


Whilst never having been a Tory myself, I 
can at least respect the person who adheres to 
the core principle of conservatism: that harmful 
change should be opposed, and that if, 
notwithstanding this, it still takes place one 
should work to reverse it. It is the shame and 
ruin of the Conservative Party during the 20th 
century that, instead of standing by this 
principle, it has embraced the very opposite: 
that once a change has taken place, however 
bad its consequences, it should be accepted as 
a fait accompli that is irreversible. Through 
this policy, Conservatism has staggered from 
one retreat to another, feebly defending a 
position for a time then surrendering it, only to 
move back to another position which is likewise 
doomed eventually to be surrendered. 

All this has been sanctified by the inane 
dictum that the Tory Party must ‘change’ in 
order to survive —a dictum which presupposes 
that that the survival ofthe Tory Party is an end 
in itself rather than just a means to an end: 
namely the preservation of those vital 
institutions and traditions that over the ages 
have served to maintain the fabric of the 
nation. 

The appalling condition of the party today is 
due to the fact that, having long deserted this 
principle in a series of capitulations, each 
perceived to be politically expedient at the 
time, it has exhausted the purpose of its 
existence. It has become just another section 
of the gadarine political herd rushing Britain 
towards the precipice of extinction, indistin- 
guishable from Labour and the Liberal 
Democrats except inthe most superficial details 
and, like them, sustained only by the rationale 
of ‘‘moving with the times.”’ 

Had counsels of wisdom prevailed in the 
party after the debacle of May Ist this year, a 
continuation of this suicidal course would

have been rejected and a fundamental reversal 
of policy embraced. Yet far from this 
happening, what has now transpired is that the 
same course is being pursued with even greater 
speed and urgency, with ever more unthinking 
adoption of the fashionable buzz-words of the 
moment: ‘Progress’, ‘Modern’, ‘Reform’, 
‘Compassion’, ‘Tolerance’, ‘Caring’, etcetera, 
etcetera, ad-nauseam. 


Prescription for the new Toryism? 


Just before the opening of the Blackpool 
conference, an article appeared in The 
Spectator of October 4th under the name of 
Simon Blocklebank-Fowler, who was 
described as 36 years old and on the Tory 
candidates’ list. Mr. Brocklebank-Fowler’s 
piece was claimed as a statement of ‘‘how the 
party can win back the young,”’ and itappeared 
under the ominous title ‘Be cooler, gayer and 
less white’. 

Mr. Brocklebank-Fowler, like a lot of his 
kind in the Tory Party, clearly admires ‘New 
Labour’. That party, he said... 


*... rediscovered itself as a party which 
fashionable people want to join, a status it 
has not enjoyed since the death of Gaitskell. 
Even outside Islington, New Britons, trained 
by hours of the world’s best television 
advertising, look at the Blairs and see a 
couple they want to be: attractive, young, 
chilled out, with kids dressed to the eyeballs 
in Polo Sport at 80 quid a pop...”’ 


It gets even worse. Portraying the contrasting 
Tories, the writer said of them that their problem 
is that they... 


**... do not seem to like any of the people 
who make the nation’s cultural weather: 


gays, ethnic minorities and young women. 
For those who seek confirmation of this 
view, the Tory parliamentary party 
represents the distilled preferences of 164 
Conservative associations over the last three 
decades: there is not a single non-white or 
openly gay Tory MP, and only one woman 
under 40... 

‘There has been a predictably disastrous 
cost in terms of the party’s support among 
its non-traditional support base, the very 
groups which shape the nation’s 
understanding of itself and who felt most 
bereft by the death of Diana, Princess of 
Wales... 

““You don’t need to have worked at 
McKinsey’ sto see that the bare prerequisite 
of Conservative electoral victory is the 
reinvention of the party as a force which 
accepts what Britain has become...”’ 


It would, of course, be quite futile to point 
out to the likes of Mr. Brocklebank-Fowler 
that what is vitally needed to repair the disasters 
and catastrophes of the past few decades is a 
movement comprised of people who very 
decidedly do not accept what Britain has 
become. But of the article as a whole, and 
particularly its title, one’s first impulse might 
have been to imagine it some kind of send-up 
—a Peter Simple-type satire on progressive, 
‘with-it’, politically correct Toryism, aimed 
at provoking a chuckle. It became clear from 
a reading of the whole, however, that the 
writer was quite serious — and, not only that, 
that current party thinking under the Hague 
régime is oriented a great deal in the direction 
he favours. In the conference shortly 
afterwards, the great young leader said again

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how anxious he was to recruit more ‘ethnics’, 
and as if to emphasise this the Tories’ first 
Asian parliamentary candidate, one Geeta 
Sidhu, mounted the platform to blast Lord 
Tebbit for ‘‘taking the party back ten years 
when it should be going forward.’’ Once again, 
note, ‘backwards’ and ‘forwards’ instead ofan 
argument about wrong and right! Hague, notto 
be outdone, suggested that Tebbit should leave 
the party, while an unnamed supporter was 
quoted in the Daily Mail as calling him a 
‘dinosaur’. 


Fringe meeting 

Lord Tebbit was not the only party elder 
during the conference to outrage those who 
seek its salvation through ‘‘going forward.”’ 
Alan Clark, at another fringe meeting, caused 
a tremendous flutter by suggesting that the 
solution to the problem of the IRA was to 
bump off its estimated 600 active members in 
aseries of raids on one single night. With these 
words, Mr. Clark simply echoed a theme that 
has been repeated with regularity in the columns 
of this magazine for many years: that we are at 
war with the IRA and that the policy in any war 
is to kill your enemy. Such a commonsense 
action would not, of course, be ‘cool’ enough 
for people like Mr. Brocklebank-Fowler nor, 
we have to suspect, the Tory Party’s policy- 
making caucus. Mr. Clark, like Lord Tebbit, 
was dismissed as a ‘dinosaur’ by the Hague 
team, who apparently continue to see logic in 
putting the lives of British soldiers at risk 
defending a part of the United Kingdom while 
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the Government sits down and negotiates with 
those whose aim is to conquer it. 

Attacking multi-culturalism was not Tebbit’s 
only heresy at the conference. In the same 
speech he asked: ‘‘ Why doI share a party with 
those who advocate sodomite marriage...?”’ 
Further on, he called for a party ‘‘which 
supported the orthodox family...’” These words 
were timely but unlikely to endear him to the 
people now in control, for it was clear at 
Blackpool that part of the ‘cooling’ ofthe Tory 
Party was going to involve a dropping of its 
original full-blooded commitment to 
heterosexual marriage as the social norm. Enter 
Michael Portillo, whose months out of 
parliament had evidently convinced him that 
he had to reinvent himself to get back into the 
swim. Showing just how sincere had been his 
original posture as a ‘hard man’ of the Right, 
he used another fringe meeting, organised by 
the Centre for Policy Studies, to stake out a 
new position as a ‘carer’ and ‘mover with the 
times’ :- 

‘‘Our society has changed. For good or ill, 
many people nowadays don’t get married, 
yet have stable families with children... We 
admire many people who are doing an 
excellent job raising children on their own.”’ 


All very fine — as long as one looks at just 
one side of the picture. The other side Mr. 
Portillo preferred not to mention —the legions 
of people who, not bound to their partners by 
any formal tie, have upped and ditched them 
when it suited without having to suffer the 
legal consequences — and often with kids in 
the middle who have had to suffer hardship

and misery because of the selfishness of one or 
both of their parents; in fact, as many as 40 per 
cent of these ‘partnerships’ end in this way. As 
for the reference to those doing an excellent 
job raising children on their own, does this 
whitewash those partners who have left them 
in the lurch? And is it supposed to suggest that 
there are no single mothers who have cynically 
exploited the benefits system by having 
children out of wedlock because, under existing 
conditions, it has paid them to do so? 
But Mr. Portillo had not finished. Touching 

upon ‘gay rights’, he said:- 

‘*I believe the Conservative Party, in its 

quiet way, is as capable as any other of 

comprehending the diversity of human 

nature. 

‘‘For a younger generation in particular, 

old taboos have given way to less 

judgemental attitudes to the span of human 

relationships. There remain many people to 

whom the new norms seem all wrong. Still, 

the party never rejects the world that is. 

Tolerance is part of the Tory tradition.”’ 


All this, when stripped of the big words, 
amounts to a classic affirmation of the leftist- 
permissive faith: If there are people not yet 
mature enough to appreciate the need for 
certain certain social rules, we should capitulate 
to them and throw away the rules! This is the 
eternal rationale of societies lacking the will to 
save themselves from collapse. 

Did Mr. Portillo here just speak for himself? 
Not exactly. In the Daily Mail report of his 
speech it was said that ‘‘he won full support 
from Mr. Hague, who declared that he wanted 
to be associated ‘with every word.’ ”’ 


If you can’t beat ’em, join ’em 

Nowhere was the modern Tory spirit of 
defeatism and abdication better exemplified 
than in an article in the Daily Mail by the 
veteran journalist and arch-conservative Sir 
Peregrine Worsthorne, appearing on the 10th 
October. 

Worsthorne confessed that he hated the 
changes in Tory attitudes but at the same time 
accepted them. Speaking of queers, he said:- 


‘Walking through Soho at night, I am often 
shocked by the disgustingly promiscuous 
spectacle of homosexual debauchery. And 
even more shocked by the fact that no-one 
else seems to notice, so common has that 
spectacle become. Perhaps! am alone inmy 
views these days, although I suspect not. 
‘*One reaction, as I say, is to mutter through 
clenched teeth about the need for acleansing 
of the Augean stables. But when muttering, 
one knows that no such cleansing operation 
is ever going to happen, and that one would 
be horrified if any government tried to put 
the clock back by returning to the old 
brutality.”’ 


This is nothing better than a rationale for 
resignation in the face of evil. One part of 
Worsthorne is telling him that the spectacle of 
homos kissing and groping in the street is 
revolting; that part is the voice of nature 
speaking from thousands of years of ancestral 


wisdom. Butthen this is contradicted by another 
part: the part represented by his ‘liberal’ 
conscience. This shirks the hard, stern measures 
that would be needed to clean society up. Such 
measures were not repugnant to our ancestors; 
they accepted them as the price that had to be 
paid for stability and order, for a society fit 
enough to survive and stand up to its enemies. 
But in the language of today’s guilt-striken 
liberal these measures amountto ‘brutality’. So 
let’s surrender to the debauchery that offends 
the vast majority of us; resisting it imposes too 
heavy demands on our flabby resolve. There 
speaks the authentic voice of the ‘New’ 
Conservatism! 

In case the reader had not got the point, Sir 
Peregrine underlined it, thus:- 


**One can go to one’s grave arguing that a 
child needs two parents, but realistically 
speaking no conceivable government— short 
of a dictatorship — will ever use enough 
deterrence to be remotely effective. Having 
reached that conclusion, there is no rational 
alternative but to take a deep breath and doa 
U-turn. 

‘* And this, it seems, is what the Conservative 
Party is in the process of doing...”’ 


Further comment would be superfluous. 


Method in the madness? 


Disastrous developments in our political life 
always have two elements, two sides to the 
story: on the one hand, the idiocy and 
spinelessness of those who fail to resist them; 
on the other, the diabolism of those who have 
an interest in promoting them. It is the old 
conundrum of Conspiracy or Degeneracy? — 
this being the title of a book by the great 
American writer Professor Revilo P. Oliver, 
who attempted to analyse how far societies are 
wilfully destroyed by their enemies and how far 
they hasten their own destruction through the 
atrophy of their instinct for survival. 

Are there brains behind all this apparent Tory 
brainlessness (or gutlessness — take your pick)? 
If so, to whom do those brains belong? Hague 
himself? His reported ‘spin-doctor’, Alan 
Duncan? Such a question is pertinent because, 
as indicated earlier, these politicians, with their 
eyes hungrily focused on power and office, are 
not in the habit of saying things off the tops of 
their heads — at least not those of them who 
succeed in their ambitions. Is there in the 
background some ideological genius who, like 
Peter Mandelson with New Labour, is writing 
the score and conducting the orchestra, giving 
those who aspire to be the next government the 
necessary tuition in what-is required of them? 

Perhaps some clue was provided in an item in 
The Guardian of October 1 1th which spoke of 
a policy and marketing symposium held at 
Cranborne, Dorset, at the home of the Tory 
peer of the same name. In a report headed ‘HQ 
ideas man repackaged party’, it said:- 

‘**The main force behind this new look is 
Danny Finkelstein, director of research at 
Central Office, who set out the strategy in a 
presentation paper at Cranborne. Mr. 


Finkelstein, aged 36, has been an important 
voice at Central Office over the last few 
years but a party insider said that his influence 
has grown since Mr. Hague became leader. 
‘This is going to be Danny’s time.’ 

‘‘Mr. Finkelstein, irreverent, popular, 
dishevelled, addicted to Diet Coke rather 
than good vintages, with a non-plummy 
accent, looks and sounds as if he would be 
more at home in the Labour Party. He was a 
key member of David Owen’s Social 
Democrat Party: while most of them moved 
to the Liberal Democrats or rejoined the 
Labour Party, he went to the Conservatives.’ 


All of which builds up to the picture of a 
travelling snake-oil salesman, complete with 
dusty briefcase, who has no firm route or 
itinerary but knows just where and when to 
pop up to provide medicines to those who 
think they are in need. Perhaps it is Mr. 
Finkelstein, after all, and not others, who is the 
mastermind behind the reinvented Toryism 
justas Mr. Mandelson is the mastermind behind 
“New Labour’. You really have to hand it to 
these people! 


From destruction comes rebirth 


In all this gloom, however, there is a ray of 
lightand ofhope. The Tory Party, long Britain’s 
main though least suspected gravedigger, is 
now set on a course of digging its own grave. 
As long as it had a semblance of credibility as 
the party which stood for those things best in 
the nation — however unjustified that 
credibility may have been, it had political 
strength. Now it does not even have that latter 
commodity. And consumed by frustration at 
its loss of power, it opts not to rebuild and 
restore by a return to the traditional verities 
but to scratch about in the discredited ‘centre 
ground’, bidding in an undignified auction for 
the votes and subscriptions ofthe ignorant, the 
silly, the irresponsible and the lost — vying 
with its rivals in the stakes of political 
correctness, pinching their ideologies, 
parroting their slogans and aping their death- 
dance. 

This squalid process has the one virtue that 
it clears the decks of remaining illusions. It 
leaves no doubt that national resurgence and 
renewal, the restoration of sanity and order 
and the achievement of an organic society of 
British people of recovered health, can only 
come through the emergence of entirely new 
political forces — as has happpened in parts of 
Continental Europe. 

The process leaves vast numbers of 
concerned Britons — of the kind who, unlike 
Sir Peregrine Worsthorne, do not believe that 
the answer to decadence is to succumb to it — 
without a political abode, even a rotting roof 
under which to shelter. It drives them into the 
cold outdoors, where hard decisions can no 
longer be postponed, where even 
‘respectability’ no longer provides warmth 
and succour. 

We should welcome the Tories’ final 
suicide rituals — as they open the path for 
the BNP!

THE F.B.!I. AND THE 
POLICING OF RADICAL 
DISSENT IN AMERICA 


An in-depth study by 
FRANK MARTELL 


THE PURPOSE of this article is to show 
how the political police operate in America 
to suppress the forces opposed to the liberal 
plutocracy, despite the propaganda to the 
contrary about how we live in a ‘free 
country.’ We will show that in such a land 
one has to be quite brave to express views 
that the System regards as beyond the pale 
— which, in a capitalist state, is anything 
that smacks of nationalism, communism, 
anarchism, or theocratic revolution, the 
last being particularly popular in the US, 
where cults sprout like dandelions due to 
our heritage of being a refuge for the 
religious heretics of Europe. It should be 
said that in the US, as in all countries, it is 
illegal to advocate violent revolution but, 
as we Shall see, the efforts of the security 
services are directed at monitoring, 
infiltrating, disrupting and ultimately 
neutralising a// revolutionary or potentially 
revolutionary groups, whether or not they 
advocate violence. 

The primary organisation authorised to 
conduct political surveillance for the purpose 
of internal security in the US is the Federal 
Bureau of Investigation (FBI), which 
sometimes co-operates with the Bureau of 
Alcohol, Tobacco and Firearms (BATF), but 
which otherwise jealously guards its 
prerogatives in this area. When it was revealed 
through Congressional investigative hearings 
in the 1970s that both the CIA and military 
intelligence operated illegally against domestic 
political groups, it became clear that these 
outfits did not have the co-operation of the 
FBI. Nor does the FBI seem to co-operate with 
the Internal Revenue Service (IRS) or even 
the Drug Enforcement Agency (DEA) very 
effectively. 

It is unclear as to whether the FBI receives 
information from the huge (and once super- 
secret) National Security Agency (NSA) 
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which, according to James Burnham in The 
Puzzle Palace, listens to all electronic 
communication around the world and sifts it 
through its vast computer banks searching for 
key words in various languages, which 
conversations are then passed on to agents for 
analysis. The NSA is the inheritor and ultimate 
development of the 1940s intelligence- 
gathering centre at Bletchley Park. 

Fortunately, the top officers of this alphabet 
soup of agencies are careerists who fight one 
another for territory, and the resulting 
incompetence works to the benefit of anti- 
establishment groups, which during times of 
stress have grown to be quite large. 


Flying start 

The FBI was set up in 1906 but was not 
stamped with a character of its own until J. 
Edgar Hoover took control as Director in 
1924 at the age of 29. Hoover came to head the 
General Intelligence Division (GID) of the 
FBI in 1919 and in just three months he 
compiled personal histories on some sixty 
thousand people thought to be radicals. 

Attorney General A. Mitchell Palmer used 
this information to conduct the ‘Red Raids’, 
which began in 1919 and culminated in a 
gigantic raid of 10,000 aliens in 33 cities in 
1920. Since most of these arrests by the FBI 
were conducted without warrants, most of the 
aliens were released and few were deported as 
there was little evidence against them. 
Nevertheless, Palmer vigorously defended his 
campaign against ‘subversives’, whether 
anarchist or communist, and denied any 
wrongdoing. Congress did not agree and both 
Palmer and his FBI chief, William Flynn, 
eventually lost their jobs in a backlash against 
the ‘Red Scare’. 

Flynn was replaced by William Burns, who 
was equally anti-radical and determined to 
make the Bureau even more political; as a 


result he attacked sympathetic members of 
Congress and undid himself in 1924. Then in 
a great sham, probably organized by Herbert 
Hoover (no relation), J. Edgar Hoover was 
appointed as a ‘reformer’ who would lead the 
FBI out of the fight against ‘subversion’ and 
into the fight against crime, despite the fact 
that his only accomplishments to date were 
political. 

J. Edgar Hoover, as head of the GID, was 
not only responsible for carrying out the Palmer 
Raids, he also crippled a resurgent Ku Klux 
Klan (which had put over 21,000 hooded 
marchers on the street in Washington D.C.) 
through infiltration, subversion, illegal 
wiretapping and entrapment, and he broke a 
national railroad strike with infiltration that 
allowed the arrest of 1200 union leaders under 
a court injunction which forbade any “acts or 
words” that would interfere with railroad 
operations. Obviously, Hoover was not the 
man for the job of carrying the FBI out of 
politics and into its newcrime-fighting mission. 


Image-builder 


Recognising that the FBI’s problem was 
largely one of public relations and that he had 
to get his political opponents off the scent, 
Hoover reorganised the Bureau, setting up the 
External Affairs Division, which was 
responsible for protecting and promoting the 
organisation’s image. Hoover was ahead of 
his time in establishing his own propaganda 
unit. 

Though he was a martinet as a leader, Hoover 
was an efficient and progressive administrator. 
He established a national finger-printing centre 
that local police departments around the 
country came to rely upon, and a forensics 
laboratory which adopted the latest scientific 
techniques, becoming a model for large police 
departments and a resource for smaller ones. 

Hoover also staged public relations events 


by first promoting the infamous reputations of 
various small-time hoodlums and bank robbers 
such as John Dillinger, Bonnie and Clyde, 
Pretty Boy Floyd, Ma Barker, etc. and then 
appearing personally at the capture ofas many 
as possible to slap the cuffs on in front of the 
cameras once the real danger had subsided. 
This convinced most people that the FBI 
really was a crime-fighting organisation, as 
ordinary citizens had no idea of how rich and 
powerful organised crime was becoming under 
the nose of the FBI in the decades from the 
1920s to 1960s, extending its operations from 
New York across the country and 
internationally with the establishment of 
gambling casinos in Havana, Cuba, in the 
1950s. 


Mystery 

Though all the experts on the FBI agree that 
Hoover religiously avoided taking on 
organised crime, none have offered a 
convincing theory as to why. Some speculate 
that Hoover thought the Mafia too powerful, 
particularly in terms ofthe political protection 
it bought, and that any struggle against it was 
a losing battle. Yet, while Hoover certainly 
did not like losing, the war against radicalism 
and subversion was every bit as difficult, and 
Hoover did not shy away from it. Moreover, 
the Mafia was not that powerful in the 1920’s, 
and Mussolini had proven in Italy that a 
concerted effort against it could break it. 
Some believe that the Mafia had compromising 
information on Hoover’s homosexuality. 
Others say that Hoover traded protection for 
information and that he personally met with 
Mafia leaders (including Gambino in NYC 
when he became head of the Commission 
which regulated the Five Families) to do this. 
Another possibility is, of course, that Hoover 
was personally on the take, but no evidence of 
this has ever arisen. 

The most likely explanation is never 
mentioned: That Hoover considered the fight 
against organised crime a distraction that could 
absorb so many resources that the FBI would 
be derailed from its real mission of crushing 
revolution. The Mafia certainly was no threat 
to the capitalist political order; indeed, the top 
leaders of the Mafia in Italy fled under pressure 
from the Fascists to a land where they could 
operate freely — the USA. They wanted the 
System to remain just as it was and, like 
Hoover, hated both the Fascists and the 
Communists. 

In 1943, when the US wanted to establish 
anew government in Sicily, it turned to Mafia 
chief Lucky Luciano, taking him out of prison 
in New York and ‘deporting’ him to Sicily, 
where he set up a Mafia government that 
moved ruthlessly against the previous Fascist 
administration and the Communist partisan 
resistance. The continuing struggle against 
the Mafia in Italy, including the recent trial of 
long-standing Prime Minister Andreotti as a 
pawn of organised crime remains a legacy of 
US governmental co-operation with the Mob. 


Hoover was dragged reluctantly into the 
fight against organised crime by Attorney 
General Robert Kennedy. When in 1961 
Kennedy told his subordinate Hoover that it 
was time to take on the Mafia, Hoover replied 
that the Mafia was a myth, that it did not exist. 
Kennedy knew otherwise as his father had 
made the family fortune in bootlegging alcohol 
from Canada into the US.during Prohibition, 
in alliance with the Bronfmans who owned 
Seagram’s Whiskey (and who now control the 
World Jewish Congress, which is presently 
extorting money from Switzerland). 

It was the Jewish and Italian Mafias which 
purchased the liquor that Kennedy distributed 
in the United States for their ‘speakeasy’ bars. 
The Kennedys had also, through Frank Sinatra, 
asked the Mafia for help in the 1960 Presidential 
election, with Chicago Mafia chieftain Sam 
Giancana delivering Illinois and West Virginia 
to JFK, thus turning a very close election 
against Richard Nixon. Naturally, the Mafia 
felt it had been double-crossed by Bobby 
Kennedy when in 1962 he went after Jimmy 


Hoffa, as this threatened Mafia control of the 


Teamsters, the largest labour union in the 
country. 

But Hoover could no longer pretend to the 
country that organised crime was a myth, after 
Joseph Valachi, a top officer in the Vito

Genovese Family, broke the code of silence 


and described on national television the rituals, 
practices, methods and organisation of La 


Cosa Nostra (“this thing of ours”). The nation 


was shocked at the extent of the Mafia’s 
operations and influence and Hoover’s hand 
was forced. Nevertheless, he played the game 
to his advantage, using new laws that were 
passed to legalise wiretapping and to make it 
easier to prove and break alleged criminal 
conspiracies by the political organisations that 
he saw as the real danger. 

The late 1960s were a time of considerable 
chaos, with blacks rioting and burning down 
the inner cities, and leftist Jews organising 
demonstrations of hundreds of thousands, both 
for civil rights and against the Vietnam War. 
These new ‘anti-racketeering’ laws and tools 
continued to be used after Hoover’s death and 
are used to this day against ‘subversive’ 
political organisations, with the FBI defining 
which are subversive, and with the Congress, 


Policy ae 


as almost always, pleased to allow it to do so. 

But we need to return to the early days of 
the FBI to see how the national political police 
developed. Between 1924 and 1933, when 
Franklin Delano Roosevelt became President, 
Hoover kepta low profile in regard to political 
investigations. But FDR quickly made it clear 
to Hoover that he was concerned with the Nazi 
threat and wanted the pro-Nazi German 
American Bund investigated and, in 1934, 
actively disrupted. 

In 1936, Hoover, who by now was reporting 
directly to Roosevelt outside of the chain of 
command, was given responsibility for 
‘internal security’ and used this power to 
infiltrate and disrupt the activities of any 
group he deemed to be subversive, including 
the German American Bund, the isolationist 
America First movement, Father Coughlin’s 
Social Justice movement, Huey Long’s Social 
Justice movement, and the various communist 
parties, the largest being the Communist 
Party USA(CPUSA), as well as the various 
communist front organisations. Roosevelt’s 
inability to bring the Great Depression to an 
end, and the success of nationalist and 
communist revolutionary movements around 
the world, caused manyAmerican political 
observers to feel that revolution in the US was 
just a matter of time. 

In 1936, Madison Square Garden in New 
York City was filled to capacity (22,000 seats) 
in each of three separate political rallies put on 
by the German American Bund, the CPUSA, 
and Father Coughlin. Coughlin had a radio 
audience of 40 million listeners eager every 
Sunday to hear his attacks on the banks and fat 
cats and later, beginning in 1938, on the Jews. 


Assassination 

In 1935, Coughlin was set to lead his 
Northern Catholic social justice supporters 
into a union with Huey Long’s Southern 
Protestant social justice movement in the hope 
of getting Senator Long elected President in 
1936. At this point Roosevelt called Long the 
most dangerous man in America, and within 
three months of this statement this radical 
leader, who was called a communist by 
conservatives and a fascist by liberals, was 
mysteriously assassinated. 

Nevertheless, revolution remained thick in 
the air until the US entered the Second World 
War and Hoover arrested the leaders the 
German American Bund and the America 
First Movement on charges of sedition. 
Although they were never tried, they remained 
in jail until 1944, when the war was safely in 
hand. FDR and Hoover were certainly well 
aware that no sedition charge had ever been 
successfully prosecuted in America. 

Even before America entered World War 
I] Hoover was co-operating with the head of 
Britain’s Secret Intelligence Service in the 
US, William Stephenson. The SIS taught the 
FBI many valuable techniques, including using 
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the Post Office to operate mail covers in which 
the return addresses of all mail to a target 
organisation were monitored, opening mail 
and then reading and replacing it such that the 
recipient could not know that it had been 
tampered with, and black bag jobs in which 
homes and offices were burgled without a 
trace of entry to acquire files or membership 


lists. Such surreptitious practices are described © 


in detail in Stephenson’s book A Man Called 
Intrepid and in Peter Wright’s Spy Catcher. 

In return, the FBI planted disinformation 
with the Germans and looked the other way as 
the SIS conducted its illegal activities, 
including the murder of its opponents on 
American soil. This lasted until Hoover found 
out that the SIS was also co-operating with 
Wild Bill Donovan’s Office of Strategic 
Services (OSS) which was threatening to usurp 
the FBI’s role in the gathering of foreign 
intelligence (and which shortly did so, with the 
OSS eventually being transformed into the 
CIA.) According to Donald Downs, a former 
British intelligence agent and burglar, a jealous 
Hoover then ordered his agents to interrupt 
one of the night-time burglaries against foreign 
embassies that were being conducted by the 
SIS. 


Cold War Operation 

As Roosevelt was allied with ‘Uncle Joe’ 
Stalin, and as most of his top advisors were 
Jews sympathetic to the Bolshevik experiment, 
Hoover had to tread carefully against the 
CPUSA until the Cold War broke out in 1947, 
at which point a massive FBI operation of 
subversion was mounted against it under the 
code-name COINTELPRO — counter- 
intelligence program. The membership of the 
CPUSA fell from 80,000 in 1947 to just 2,800 
in 1970 for many reasons, but certainly the 
‘disruption program’ (as the FBI termed it) 
COINTELPRO-CPUSA had a substantial 
impact. 

Hoover considered it to have been so 
successful that he launched COINTELPRO 
programs against the Socialist Workers Party, 
the New Left, ‘white hate groups’, and ‘Black 
extremists’. The firstnews ofthese programmes 
emerged from the burglary of the FBI’s 
Philadelphia office in 1971 by unidentified 
activists calling themselves the Citizens’ 
Commission to Investigate the FBI. The 
burglars released the documents they captured 
to the press, revealing that the FBI was 
preoccupied with its fear of revolution and that 
it had infiltrated student movements 
(particularly New Left organisations), various 
civil rights and other Black organisations, plus 
the Black Panthers and the Nation of Islam, 
communist organisations, the Ku Klux Klan, 
and the Jewish Defense League. 

Gradually, reporters and Congressional 
investigating committees, which were launched 
only after the death of J. Edgar Hoover in 
1972, were able to piece together the disruptive 
tactics of these COINTELPRO operations. It 
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was found that the FBI sent agents to infiltrate 
target groups, with “specific instructions to 
stir up dissension and exploit internal 
differences to render the group less effective 
and coherent,” according to Sanford Ungar’s 
landmark book entitled FB/: An Uncensored 
Look Behind the Walls. Ungar says the FBI 
behaved “as if it had an entire way of life to 
protect.... The Bureau was — as if in wartime 
— monitoring all forms of political dissent.” 

The bank accounts, telephone records and 
travel of radicals were tracked. The more 
important leaders were wiretapped, sometimes 
legally and sometimes illegally. Their personal 
lives were monitored so that they could be 
pressured, discredited or blackmailed. In one 
case, a young Gus Hall became engaged to 
marry the daughter of a Pittsburgh newspaper 
publisher. The FBI explained to the publisher 
that Hall was an up and coming star in the 
CPUSA (he later came to head the Party) and 
the marriage did not take place. 


Dirty tricks 
Personal and ideological rivalries were 

played upon by the agents to split marriages 
and to split parties. Crimes were advocated to 
entrap radical leaders. Disinformation was 
planted, such as leaking that a particular party 
member was a government informant when in 
fact he was not. The Bureau surreptitiously 
notified “creditors, credit bureaus, employers, 
and prospective employers” about a person’s 
“illegal, immoral, or radical” views or 
activities. Wherever possible, people were 
blackmailed into becoming informants. The 
Bureau established sham organisations to 
conduct mailings to apply political pressure 
and would co-operate with friendly journalists 
to plant stories for the same purpose. 
Information, true and false, was delivered 
anonymously to judges and prosecutors in 
attempts to influence the outcomes of trials. 
Parents were contacted and pressured where 
their children had written to radical 
organisations for information. 

An FBI memorandum from headquarters to 
the San Francisco office on how to disrupt the 
Black Panthers reads as follows:- 


The leftist 
ferment of the 
1960s gave the 
FBI plenty of 
genuine 
subversives to 
monitor.

“A wide variety of alleged authentic police 
or FBI material could be carefully selected 
or prepared for furnishing to the Panthers. 
Reports and other alleged police or FBI 
documents could be prepared pinpointing 
Panthers as police or FBI informants; 
ridiculing or discrediting Panther leaders 
through their ineptness or personal 
escapades; espousing personal philosophies 
and promoting factionalism among BPP 
members.... outlining fictitious plans for 
police raids or other counteractions; 
revealing misuse or misappropriation of 
Panther funds, pointing out instances of 
political disorientation; etc. The nature of 
the disruptive material would only be limited 
by the collection ability of your sources and 
the need to ensure the protection of their 
security.” 


In 1975, the Socialist workers Party (SWP) 
filed a lawsuit against the FBI in response to 
a similar programme of disruption. The case 
dragged on through the courts for eleven years 
because the FBI refused to name the agents 
and informers who had infiltrated the SWP, 
even after the courts found that the party had 
never advocated violence as an organisation, 
even though some of the infiltrators had urged 
it to violence. In the end, the SWP won a 
judgement of $476,000 for specific violations 
of law on the part of the government. It also 
emerged that more than 10 per cent of its 
officers were working for the FBI! 

The Congressional hearings found that J. 
Edgar Hoover had held special VIP files on all 
important political figures. Known as the O&C 
— Official and Confidential — files, these 
were used as sticks and carrots. This material 
enabled Hoover to threaten any opponent, or 
even any President who tried to fire him. Or he 
could help a favoured politician by passing 
him on opponents. It was also established that 
Hoover had misappropriated Bureau funds 
for his personal use. 

Naturally, Hoover’s successors imm- 
ediately promised reforms, just as J. Edgar 
had in 1924. Just what these changes 
entailed, and how the FBI remains a menace 
to the true interests of the American people, 
will be examined in the next issue. 
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The Tyndall assault: the 
authentic left-wing version 


‘‘Far right and far left — they’re just as 
bad as each other,’’ the man of the 
‘moderate’ centre would no doubt say. 
Well, not quite. There’s one thing to be 
said for people of the so-called ‘far right’: 
they do have some respect for the truth. 
Their propaganda, while disagreeable to 
some, is at least basically honest — at 
times, some would say, too honest. 

Such a criticism could never be levelled 
at the left. Its talent for fantasy-fiction 
masquerading as journalism was amply 
displayed in some of the accounts 
appearing in leftist publications of the 
assault on British National Party leader 
John Tyndall and his wife in East London 
in September. 

This is what The New Worker, weekly 
organ of the New Communist Party, said 
on September 26th of the encounter:- 


‘“BNP leader John Tyndal (s/c) was 
spotted approaching the Swan (a 
public house) by a small group of 
anti-fascists. He was immediately 
surrounded by young people telling 
him what they thought of his policies 
of incitement to racist violence. 

‘In the heated altercation that 
followed, Tyndall fell to the floor and 
sustained a superficial scalp wound 
and extensive bruising... 

““A large group of BNP leading 
members inside the Swan stayed 
exactly where they were and 
significantly failed to help their leader 
in his moment of trouble.’’ 


The facts: Mr. Tyndall’s wife Valerie was 
with him when he approached the public 
house — something conveniently omitted 
from this report. The group of ‘anti- 
fascists’ was hardly ‘small’; it numbered 
about 40. There were no policies of Mr. 
Tyndall of ‘‘incitement to racist violence’ 
to talk about because he has never 
advocated any. There was no 
‘altercation’ because neither Mr. or Mrs. 
Tyndall said a word to the ‘anti-fascists’. 
The pair were rushed immediately they 
were spotted. No-one ‘’fell to the floor’’; 
Mrs. Tyndall was violently thrown to the 
ground while Mr. Tyndall remained on his 
feet, doing his best to shield her from the 
mob. 

There was no ‘large group’ of BNP 


members inside the Swan, only a very 
small group consisting of an advance 
party awaiting the arrival of the main 
party. They did not intervene in the 
attack on Mr. and Mrs. Tyndall because 
they were out of sight and knew nothing 
about it until after it was over. 


Half of the truth 

Another left-wing publication, Time 
Out, was a little more factual about the 
incident though not much, saying that 
the couple were ‘‘ambushed by a gang of 
anti-fascist protesters (sic!) and violently 
assaulted.’’ The report spoke of ‘‘kicks 
and punches” being ‘‘rained down on the 
Tyndalls,’’ (accurate so far) and then 
went on to repeat the fabrication about 
other BNP members running away 
knowing of the attack. 7ime Out 
happened to have its cameraman right on 
the spot to photograph Mr. and Mrs. 
Tyndall just after the beating — which 
indicates that the magazine was in close 
collusion with the leftist rowdies, even if 
not expecting to get this particular 
picture. 

In the same report it was stated that 
the meeting scheduled for the nearby pub 
was the BNP’s ‘annual general meeting’. 
This was nonsense. If the BNP had such 
a thing as an ‘anuual general meeting’ 
(which it doesn’t), there’s just no way 
the number of people present could be 
accommodated in a premises of that size. 


Black paper’s report 

But the most hilarious description of 
the incident appeared in the black paper 
New Nation (with connections with 
Rupert Murdoch). Under a chortling 
headline saying: ‘‘BNP leader is beaten 
up and left in the gutter’’ (there was no 
gutter and Mr. Tyndall, as stated, 
remained on his feet), its report spoke of 
‘‘a peaceful anti-racism demonstration’ 
ending in violence. No hint, of course, of 
who was responsible for the violence. It 
went on to say:- 


““Sources say the demo turned nasty 
when the insidious Tyndall provoked 
an attack by goading a small group of 
black, white and Asian protesters 
who had been tipped off about BNP 
activity in the area.”’ 


So now Mr. Tyndall, who, as we have 
stated, said not a word, was ‘goading’ 
the ‘protesters’, who were ‘‘black, white 
and Asian."’ Fact: From both Mr. and 
Mrs. Tyndall’s view of the mob (small, 
remember?), it was comprised 
overwhelmingly of Whites; in fact neither 
saw one single non-White. But let Vew 
Nation continue, referring now to an ‘eye- 
witness’ to Mr. Tyndall's behaviour:- 


‘‘One minute he seemed to be 
revelling in the attention, even 
winding people up. Then all of a 
sudden things got a bit out of hand 
and words and blows were 
exchanged. Tyndall was clearly 
shaken...’’ 


So now the story is that Mr. Tyndall 
was ‘revelling’ in the sight of a forty- 
strong anti-BNP mob rushing him and his 
wife! But that’s not all. Just to ensure 
that members of the mob would attack 
the two with no holds barred, he was 
‘winding’ them up. Shaken? Yes, that 
part of the story was true — what kind 
of a husband would not be shaken by the 
sight of his wife being flung to the 
ground by several hefty thugs and then 
kicked about the head and body, as the 
brave warriors of the left did with Mrs. 
Tyndall? 

Mr. and Mrs. Tyndall are now almost 
fully recovered from their ordeal, albeit 
with the latter still feeling intermittent 
head pains as a result of the vicious 
assault on her. They are able to see the 
funny side of the affair — which was not 
evident at the time — in the quite 
ludicrous porkies told about it in the lefty 
press. Have any readers seen other 
similar stories in ‘anti-fascist’ papers? 
How about the one saying that the two 
charged the forty peaceful demonstrators 
with fists flying in a typical exhibition of 
nazi-racist brutality? We feel sure it must 
have been printed somewhere!

NICK GRIFFIN examines the factors 
behind the frantic rush to ‘One World’ 


NO-ONE who looks a little further than the 
‘pread-and-circuses’ headlines of the 
tabloid press can have any doubt that the 
most important factor in international 
politics today is the existence of a network 
of very powerful and wealthy interest 
groups, which are co-operating in a 
relentless drive to ‘globalise’ the once 
separate and independent peoples, national 
governments and economies of the world. 

To state this is not to allege that there is some 
enormous, monolithic ‘conspiracy’, still less 
that is is the work of a secret coucil of the 
Learned Elders of Zion, the Vatican, Satan or 
the British monarchy (the latter theory being 
particularly popular in some American 
conservative circles). Indeed, part of the danger 
of the all-pervasive trend of globalisation is 
that it is at leastas much the result ofimpersonal 
economic and technological changes as it is 
the work of a number of (often rival) human 
agencies. The problem is not a monolithic 
‘conspiracy’ with a single head to be lopped 
off, but a multi-headed hydra of different 
tendencies and interest groups. Yet, for all 
their diversity, it is possible to identify the 
main driving forces behind the various facets 
of the New World Order project. 

Whether one is talking about the Bilderberg 
Group, the Trilateral Commission, the media 
empires of the likes of Maxwell and Murdoch, 
the World Bank, General Motors or whoever, 
there are three mindsets behind the mania of so 
many of the world’s financial and political 
tlites for ‘globalisation’. Some of those 
involved are influenced by a combination of 
these, others by just one, but scratch a globalist 
and you'll find at least one of the following 
motivations: 


(1) Ideology 

There are three interlinked strands within 
this factor: 

(i) The Zionist movement which sprung 
from the secularisation of the old Jewish instinct 
to preserve a separate ethnic identity by 
stressing the superiority of the ‘Chosen’ over 
the goyim. 

(ii) Marxism, having sprung from the same 
soil, tended to develop a life of its own, 
including — in some cases — sincere anti- 
Zionism. According to Marx, “the proletararian 
has no country,” and the quicker the nations of 
the world are subjected to the rigours of global 
free trade the quicker the working class will 
find the capitalist yoke unbearable. Despite 
the collapse of Soviet Communism, the 
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ideological influence of the 1960s ‘New Left’ 
remains extremely strong, particularly in the 
media and teaching professions. 

(iii) Liberalism, which may be seen as 
secularised Christianity — simply remove the 
divine element from the belief “we are all 
equal in the sight of God” to discover the 
origin of the absurd superstition of 
egalitarianism, whereby all human differences 
are the result of environmental factors and 
will therefore vanish once the whole world 
enjoys the living standards of a Hampstead 
social worker, a utopia achievable if we will 
only learn to ‘love’ everybody, cease to 
discriminate and allow free trade to produce 
the most rational use of the world’s resources.

Although the adherents of these belief 
systems are motivated by somewhat different 
ideal ends, the means whereby they seek to 
achieve them invariably lead them down the 
same political road. Thus they are all ferocious 
opponents of any form of identity which might 
lead to ordinary people developing a group 
consciousness which could end in them 
opposing Zionist domination, being dragooned 
into a Communist paradise by either force of 
arms or media brainwashing, or the destruction 
of their national economy. This is why the 
followers of these creeds, however much they 
argue among themselves, immediately close 
ranks to oppose any manifestation of racial 
awareness by white people and any genuine 
religiosity, particularly Islamic fundam- 
entalism. 


It is also why they are all beavering away to 
build support for the internationalisation of 
trade, economics and politics, for the total 
destruction ofall independent sovereign states 
is a prerequesite for the establishment of their 
various dreams of a single world government. 

Unfortunately, owing to the restrictions 
imposed by the Race Laws, it is not possible to 
elaborate further on the ancient hatred and 
arrogance which gave birth to these subversive 
dogmas, so let us move straight on to the 
second, closely related, factor: 


(2) Millennialism 

It is important to understand that, for all the 
logical arguments about ‘economies of scale’ 
which liberal economists, bankers and 
politicians use to encourage the developed 
West to commit economic suicide, an important 
motivating force behind globalisation is not 
logic but messianic hysteria. 

This is at its most obviously insane among 
the Zionist zealots who are the main movers 
behind the strongly anti-white bias of the 
whole project. These people really do believe 
that their Messiah will arrive shortly; they 
really are planning to rebuild the Temple in 
Jerusalem; they really have made the sacred 
knives and blood-bowls needed to kill the red 
heifer whose ashes are required to sanctify the 
new building; they really have had a special 
research centre in Israel dedicated to breeding 
a perfectly red-coated calf for the holy sacrifice! 

So sure are they that all this is going to 
happen that the Israeli airline, £/ A/, produced 
a tourist advert for Jerusalem showing the 
city’s skyline without the famous Muslim 
shrine the Dome of the Rock, which is in the 
way of the temple project and will therefore 
have to be destroyed. And once the Temple 
has been built and the Messiah has returned, 
they are equally confident that He, witha bit of 
help from his faithful, favoured, people, will 
rule over all the nations of the world from 
Jerusalem. Which is why, just to speed things 
up a bit, there have been serious suggestions 
that the United Nations headquarters should 
be moved there. Many strictly orthodox Jews, 
incidently, regard such plans, and even the 
very existence ofthe state of Israel, as heretical, 
but one of the many side-effects of decades of 
‘Holocaust’ propaganda has been to give the 
Zionists the whip-hand over such dissenters. 

Meanwhile, many of the Gentiles involved 
in the various ‘One World’ projects are heavily 
influenced by ‘New Age’ teachings, which 
hold that the astrological transition to the Age 


of Aquarius herald the end of ‘hatred’ and of 
supposedly aggressive, masculine traits such 
as nationalism and racial awareness, and the 
coming ofa feminine era of peace, co-operation 
and ‘love’. Much of this unnatural and anti- 
human gibberish has its roots in the teachings 
of the Jewish Kabbalists. One of its most 
influential gurus today is Michael Lerner, 
once jailed for his involvement in a violent 
attack by the ultra-Left Seattle Liberation Front 
on a federal court-house, but in recent years 
the court philosopher of the Clintons. Lerner 
edits Tikkun, a magazine started in 1986 with 
$1 million from a drugstore heiress, Nan Fink, 
who was briefly married to Lerner in spite of 
his opposition to monogamy. The ‘ex’- 
Marxist’s influence over the Clintons was first 
publicised in the Sunday Telegraph of 20th 
June, 1993, when Ambrose Evans-Pritchard 
wrote that:- 


“The full story is beginning to come out. The 
President and First Lady of the United States 
are followers of an eccentric cult, a Jewish 
heresy no less, that mixes the Old Testament 
with a dash of medieval cabbala mysticism 
and a good deal of 1960s campus Marxism. 
We knew that something was amiss when 
Hillary Clinton departed from her health care 
script in April and began calling for a “new 
politics of meaning’, a spiritual revival to 
cure the “sleeping sickness of the soul’ that 
ails America. But now we learn that both she 
and her husband have been drawing their 
philosophical inspiration for the past five 
years from 7ikkun, an obscure Left-wing 
Jewish magazine.” 


The word Tikkun means ‘to mend, repair, 
and transform the world’, and is inspired by 
the late medieval Zohar, which posits the 
primordial perfection of humanity. Man, says 
Lerner, is naturally caring and sensitive, but 
has been turned into a brute by capitalism. The

is recited by some 40,000 followers in their 
monthly cell meetings, begs forgiveness “for 
the sins ofaccepting the current distribution of 
welath and power,” “forthe sins of participating 
in aracist society,” “for the sins of turning our 
backs on the oppression of gays and lesbians” 
and “for the sins of squandering hundreds of 
billions on unnecessary defence expenditures.” 


Addiction 


Vice-President Al Gore is, ifanything, even 
more deeply influenced by the New Agers, 
hence his addiction to anti-human ‘deep-green’ 
ecological theory. This is an urbanised 
perversion of the teachings of the ancient 
nature-based ‘Mystery’ religions, which has 
forgotten that the fundamental law of nature is 
struggle, and — ignoring the fact that hawks 
eat songbirds, and that robins will fight to the 
death over mates and territory — argues that 
Creation is based ona sickly, pacifistic ‘love’, 
rather than on competition.

A team of rabbinical 
experts last week confirmed 
that the animal, born six 
months ago on a religious 
kibbutz near the north 
Israeli port of Haifa, meets 
the correct Biblical criteria 
for a genuine holy cow. 

According to the Book of 
Numbers (XIX: 2-7), the ani- 
mal is needed for an ancient 
Jewish purification ritual. 

‘“‘The Lord hath com- 
manded saying: Speak unto 
the children of Israel that 
they bring thee a red heifer 
without spot, wherein is no 
blemish, and upon which 
never came yoke,”’ says the 
fourth book of the Old Testa- 


holy scripture, the Torah. 
The heifer will be slaugh- 
tered and burned, and its 
ashes made into a liquid 
paste and used in a ceremony 


which religious Jews believe 
they must undergo before 
they can enter the old 
Temple site in Jerusalem to 
start building a new 
structure. 

Since Herod’s Temple was 
destroyed by the Roman 
emperor Titus in ap70, no 
flawless red heifer has been 
born within the biblical land 
of Israel, according to rab- 
binical teaching. 

The birth of the animal, to 
a black-and-white mother 
and a dun-coloured bull, is 
being hailed as a ‘“‘miracle”’ 
by activists who want to 


and prepare the way for the 
Jewish messiah’s entry to 
Jerusalem. 

The faithful will need to 
wait until the heifer is at 
least three before it can be 
used in a ritual sacrifice. 
That would enable religious 
Jews to start the new millen- 
nium (a Christian event, but 
still regarded as portentous) 
in a state of purity. 

News of the red heifer’s 
appearance, however, will 
not be well received by Mus- 
lims. The site of the old Jew- 
ish temples in the Holy City 
is now occupied by one of 
Islam’s holiest shrines, the 
Dome of the Rock. 

Jewish extremists want to 
destroy the Dome and the 
adjoining Al-Aqsa mosque to 


Israel for planning to destroy 
the Dome with high 
explosives. 

But Jewish activists say 
they regard it as their divine 
mission to build a new 
Temple. 

“We have been waiting 
2,000 years for a sign from 
God, and now he has pro- 
vided us with a red heifer,” 
said Yehudah Etzion, the 
ringleader of the Eighties’ 
plot to blow up the Dome, 
who was present at last 
week’s inspection of the red 
heifer at Kfar Hassidim. 

“There were a couple of lit- 
tle white hairs which worried 
us, but the rabbis are satis- 
fied that it is the red heifer

(3) Greed 

In the case of many enthusiasts for 
globalisation, any ideological or pseudo- 
religious reasons they may have developed to 
justify their position are, in all probability, 
nothing more than cloaks for their real 
motivation. Plain old fashioned personal greed 
— for money or for power— is what it’s really 
all about. Sometimes this is expressed with 
extreme crudity, as in the case of Robert 
Maxwell taking delight in being able to keep 
the Queen waiting, or going to the roof of his 
East London headquarters in order to urinate 
on the peasants walking below. More often, it 
manifests itself in the British multi-national 
executive who won’t hesitate to close down a 
factory in Luton ifhe can boost the value of his 
share options by switching production to 
Lahore, or in the decision of the owner of a 
meat-packing firm in the rural Mid-West of 
America to bring in five hundred Mexicans as 
cheap labour, even though it means the 
destruction of the community his grandfather 
helped to build from nothing. 

This factor can be seen most clearly in the 
attitudes of the bosses of the banks and 
chemical and agri-business combines, who 
don’t hesitate to use bribery or economic 
pressure to encourage the corrupt rulers of 
unfortunate Third World states to take out 
huge loans their people can never repay, or to 
switch to the use of capital-intensive, high- 
tech agriculture, growing crops for export 
instead of to employ and feed their own people. 
While certain people might derive pleasure 
from grinding the once proud white man into 
the dust, there can be no such thrill in reducing 
a half-starved, subsistence-farming South 
American peasant into a starving wage-slave, 
so the only possible motivation must be a few 
more cents profit. Never was the old 
imperialism of those who talked of ‘the White 
Man’s burden’ as ruthless and callous as that 
of the International Monetary Fund and Stock 
Market fund-managers. 


Technology 

In addition to these human factors, the other 
force which has driven the globalisation 
process forward is technological development. 
The jet engine, television, satellite 
communications and the Internet have created 
the impression of a shrinking world. It is 
hardly surprising that many modern 
businessmen — particularly the generation 
educated in the 1960s, which is nowat its most 
powerful — have lost all consciousness of 
their roots, of what they owe to their national 
and ethnic backgrounds, and genuinely believe 
that they have more in common with a fellow 
company director from Korea than with the 
workers on their own shopfloor.

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Ironically, many of the same technologies 
are also responsible for the growing worldwide 
opposition to globalisation and financial 
imperialism. The rising tide of ethnic and 
religious identity is the unavoidable result of 
bringing different peoples ‘and cultures; into 
far closer proximity than is natural. The 
technology which built the jet-fighter and 
tanks, which imposed the post-war partition of 
the world ona myriad ofresentful nations, also 
created throw-away, shoulder-to-air missiles 
with which illiterate tribesmen can blast them 
and their crews to pieces. 

The electronic wizardry which led first to the 
creation of centralised television networks 
which put unprecedented brainwashing power 
in the hands of a few hundred men, has now 
gone on to make video cameras, personal 
computers and the Internet — a combination 
which, if they do not find a way to bring it 
under control within a couple of years, will do 
for the previous information monopoly what 
the development of the longbow did for the 
mounted knights who had ruled the battlefields 
of Europe for hundreds of years. 


Running out of time? 

This leads us on to the last factor affecting 
the plans of the New World Order addicts: the 
growing feeling that they are running out of 
time. As already noted, this is partly due to the 
millennial undercurrent of so many of their 
plans. Whacky though it may sound (whacky 
as it undoubtedly is) there is little doubt that 
some of them are actually working to a 
kabbalistic timetable. Others, with the 
egocentric view of the world which is natural 
for mortal men, believe and hope that their pet 
projects can be completed in their own 
lifetimes. They too feel they have no time to 
lose. 

Most of all, it is clear from the deceit and 
deception with which their plans — from the 
creation of a United States of Europe and 
embryonic One World government 
institutions, to genocide through racial 
integration and the destruction of the 
manufacturing industries of the West — are 
always put into practice, that the 
internationalists know that what they are doing 
is unnatural, unpopular and liable to provoke 
a massive backlash. 

They are like the farmboy in the East 
European folk tale, who grasped a wolf by the 
ears, realising only too late that he couldn’ t let 
go again. They have done enough to make 
their victims extremely angry, but not enough 
yet to subdue them. There is no turning back, 
for if the wolf is released he will tear his 
tormentor to pieces. Worse, as the pain 
increases, he will struggle harder and harder to 
break free. So they are now forced to make the 
wolf even more uncomfortable by trying to 
bind him in chains, while there is still time. 

So while it would make political sense to 
stop the project to inundate the homelands of 
the West with coloured immigrants, the process 
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is being speeded up. While it would make 
economic sense to halt the implementation of 
a latter-day Morgenthau Plan to deindustrialise 
the white nations, the pace of the transfer is 
increasing. While it would make psychological 
sense to leave law-abiding citizens with their 
target pistols, they want to take away the last 
peashooter. 

Perhaps most worrying of all for the 
internationalists is the fear that their schemes 
won’t have passed the point of no return (if 
you think this is paranoia, ponder fora moment 
on the full meaning of the EC commitment to 
“ever-closer and irreversible union’’) before 
the world’s economy hits the buffers in the 
now overdue cyclical collapse which is 
unavoidable with a debt-based financial 
system. 

Of particular concern is the irrational 
behaviour of the Stock Markets, which are 
showing all the symptoms of pre-crash 
euphoria. History teachers have always poked 
fun at the silly Dutch, who ‘invested’ fortunes 
in tulip bulbs, at the English Stock Market 
hopefuls who expected to be made rich by 
companies set up “for purposes yet to be 
decided” just before the South Sea Bubble 
burst, and relate how the wise financier sold all 
his shares when he heard lift attendants 
exchanging share tips just before the Wall 
Street crash. 

But how are such past idiocies any more 
daft that the present craze for opening new 
Stock Exchanges in the flyblown statelets 
which have sprung up in former Soviet Asia, 
or the rush by middle-aged Americans to 
invest their pension money in mutual funds 
whose dividend yields scarcely cover 
administration costs, but whose ‘value’ has 
been pushed skywards by.... middle-aged

World Bank proposals for exposing South 
America to the full force of globalism.

Americans looking for places to invest their 
pension money? 

Such over-valuation has created a situation 
where a new share collapse could tip the 
Western world into the kind of liquidity crisis 
and economic slump which has afflicted Japan 
ever since the 1989 Tokyo crash. But while 
the stoic, homogeneous and fatalistic Japanese 
have grinned and borne it, the lessons of 
history — and hints from the polling booths, 
from Norway to Marseilles, Australia to the 
Isle of Dogs —are that the peoples of the white 
world could well respond to ten years of real 
economic hardship by looking elsewhere for 
political leadership. 


Trying for a ‘soft landing’ 

These are the concerns behind George 
Soros’s belated calls for limits to the rapacity 
of free market capitalism, and the Federal 
Reserve Chairman Alan Greenspan’s attempts 
to ‘talk down’ Wall Street for a soft landing. 
They also featured inaremarkable recent front 
page of the Financial Times, which ran an 
article about the continuing implosion of the 
Japanese economy next to a piece full of 
concern that the ‘extreme-right? DVU 
(Deutsche Volks-Union) had taken 4.9 per 
cent of the vote in elections in Hamburg, 
coming within a whisper of getting 
representation in local government under 
proportional representation. No, it’s not a 
misprint! Not ‘forty nine per cent’ but ‘four- 
point-nine per cent’ — that’s how worried 
these people are about the potential for radical 
nationalism. 

Another well-connected Establishment 
mouthpiece, Sir William Rees-Mogg, spelled 
things out even more bluntly in The Times on 
October 13th:- 


“Wall Street has risen in the 1990s in a way 
whichis alarmingly reminiscent ofthe 1920s, 
the 1980s, and Japan before the Tokyo crash. 
The standard measures of value, dividend 
yield, earnings yield, and the ratio of the 
share price to the book value of the underlying 
assets, are all higher than they were in 1987. 
or even in 1929. The simplest comparison of 
all... isthe dividend yield. That is now 1.6 per 
cent; in late September 1929, before the 
panic, the dividend yield on Wall Street was 
more than 3 per cent. In the major bear 
markets of the 20th century, the bottom has 
never been reached before the dividend yield 
had gone back to more than 6 per cent. If this 
market crashes, it has potentially along, long 
way to fall... - 

“No one can know when the top of the boom 
will come... we could have a Black Monday 
today, or ina week’s time, or ina year or two. 
The certainty is that stock market values are 
already way above their historic norms; they 
are way above their long-term trend lines, in 
the United States, in Europe, and in those 
other world stock markets which have not yet 
fallen. The liklihood is that stock markets 
will not have a soft landing; if the mutual 
fund investors of the United States stop 
buying, Wall Street will have to fall a long 
way to get them started again. 


“The risk of a stock market crash is a threat 
to world prosperity. Japan has had seven lean 
years after the fall of its stock market. The 
United States had ten lean years after 1929. 
There is much more than the fortunes of 
speculators riding on the Wall Street indices.” 


Such then, are the worries about 
uncontrollable forces and the deeply irrational 
hidden agendas which motivate the frightened 
and neurotic men who strut the world stage or 
juggle with telephone number fortunes in secret 
boardroom meetings, trying to channel hugely 
powerful impersonal forces in the service of 
theirnumbered bank accounts or their eccentric 
ideologies. 

Even when they bother to hide their true 
designs behind pretty phrases about “the 
brotherhood of man” and “bringing an end to 
instability and war,” their aims are destructive 
ofall we hold dear. If pure Evil ever took form 
on this earth, it would do so in the plans of the 
One Worlders. 


Rotten fruits 

Their fruits are the fifteen-year-old heroin 
addicts on vandalised estates in Northern 
England, Scotland and South Wales, where a 
cast-off generation swap needles among the 
rubble of the pitheads and stripmills where 
their fathers hewed coal and forged steel. But 
they are also to be seen in the pitiful, starved 
corpses of children in orphanages in Baghdad. 

Their fruits are the heart-breaking loneliness 
of pensioners and single mothers in tower 
blocks in inner London, where they dare not 
step out of their steel-reinforced front doors 
after dark, for fear of the human predators who 
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stalk streets which our grandparents would no 
longer recognise. But they are also to be seen 
in the fate of millions of peasant farmers in 
India and China, lured from their little family 
plots to a shortened life choking in the smog of 
new industrial areas which make early 
Victorian Birmingham look like a yuppie health 
farm. 

Their fruits are the ever-rising suicide and 
drug overdose rate among young white males 
who are fed nothing but self-hate and guilt by 
their TVs and the National Curriculum. But 
they are also to be seen in the crippled arms of 
Palestinian schoolboys, broken with iron bars 
for throwing stones at the immigrant soldiers 
occupying their ancestrai land. 

Naturally, our primary concern is to secure 
a decent life and future for our own people, but 
itis worth reminding the tender-hearted British 
that, in opposing the drive to the One World 
Nirvana ofthe bankers, the Zionists, and power 
junkies like Blair and Clinton, we are standing 
up for the best interests of a// the peoples of the 
world. 

It is even more worthwhile to remind 
ourselves that ‘globalisation’ is not 
primarily the logical and inevitable result 
of blind economic forces, or ofa monolithic, 
all-powerful conspiracy, but the unnatural 
and unstable creation of various disparate 
groups of wealthy, greedy, short-sighted 
cranks, who have ridden a wave of change 
which — for a while — was headed in the 
way they wanted to go. And that, like all 
unnatural and unstable things, it will not 
survive the first storm of winter. Enter 
Reality: Stage right!

THROUGHOUT the weekend, Front leaders 
including Jean-Marie Le Pen, pictured right, 
meet both party officials and members of 
the public.

One member of the BNP delegation was 
invited to meet Bruno Gollnisch, the head 
of the FN’s overseas liason department and 
one of M. Le Pen’s most senior advisors. In 
discussion with our man, he spoke about 
the Front’s hopes for greater co-operation 
between nationalist parties all over Europe 
and suggested that the BNP should make a 
return trip to Paris at a time when he would 
have more time to talk. 

It is certainly hoped that this offer will be 
followed up shortly, but whatever else 
happens, there is no doubt that next year’s 
Bleu-Blanc-Rouge festival will see a bigger 
contingent from the British National Party. 


JUST a fraction of the 
huge crowd gathering to 
listen to Jean-Marie Le 
Pen.

Andrew Fountaine 


Andrew Fountaine, who died of cancer 
on September 14th aged 78, is a man I 
remember at times as a colleague and at 
others as an opponent in internal quarrels 
and power struggles in the British 
Nationalist movement. What certainly is 
impossible is not to remember him. He 
was quite a unique character, the like of 
which we are not likely to see again. 

Unlike most of us engaged in this cause, 
Andrew Fountaine made something of a 
name for himself in mainstream politics 
before involvement in full-blooded 
nationalism. He had been the adopted 
Tory candidate for Chorley (Lancs.) in 
1950 when he had the party whip 
withdrawn as a result of some outspoken 
views he had expressed on, among other 
things, non-white immigration. 
Undeterred, he stood as an Independent 
Conservative and came within 361 votes 
of winning. 

Coming from a family of Norfolk 
landowners and son ofan admiral, Andrew 
Fountaine had joined the Royal Navy in 
1935, only to be invalided out with 
rheumatic fever within months. Trying to 
get back in, he was refused by one medical 
board after another until, after the war had 
started, he faked a medical by getting a 
friend of very similar appearance to take it 
in his stead. This was not discovered until 
he was injured when his destroyer was 
damaged in a kamikaze attack. He was 
spared a court-martial but allowed to retire 
with his full rank (Commander) intact. 
Previous to all this, he had served in the 
Spanish Civil War on the side of the 
Nationalists. 

After his parting from the Tories in 
1950, he founded the National Front 
movement, which enjoyed a brief life. 
Later he was involved with the earlier 
British National Party (no connection with 
the present one) before being a founder- 
member of the National Front (again no 
connection with his earlier venture) in 
1967. 

Andrew Fountaine’s on-off relations 
with the NF between 1967 and 1979 were 
chequered and sometimes stormy. He came 
into conflict with the party’s founder- 
leader A.K. Chesterton quite early on. 
Later he challenged me for the leadership 
of the party in the latter year and lost. The 
circumstances of this conflict did not make 
for good relations at the time but I always 
retained a sneaking personal respect, even 
affection, for him which I could not extend 
to many of the other people associated 
with him in that episode. Unlike them, he 
conducted his disputes with me in a way 
that was always blazingly honest. ‘‘The

thing about Andrew when he’s doing battle 


with you,”’ said a friend once, ‘‘is that you 
can always see him coming.’’ There was 
none of the sneaky, conspiratorial flavour 
about AF’s method of political infighting 
that distinguished some of the others with 
whom I had to cope in those struggles. 

I daresay that to the end I was not among 
his favourite people, but the hostility was 
never reciprocated. Andrew Fountaine, even 
when one was infuriated with him, was quite 
impossible to dislike. 

He had the social status, the means and the 
looks and personality to be a success in the 
Tory Party and to enjoy life to the full. He 
gave up any prospects of the first by being 
true to his principles — being one of the 
earliest to see that that party was rotten to the 
core. He perhaps achieved the second in his 
own way, but it was never a way of 
extravagance or luxury within the decadent 
demi-monde to which so many of his class 
had descended. A countryman to his very 
boots, before and after his political retirement 
he retained a close interest in the land, 
forestry and water resources. 

He leaves a wife, two sons and a daughter 
to whom we extend our deepest sympathies.

Eddie Adamson 


We heard earlier this year that an old 
nationalist Stalwart, Eddie Adamson, had 
died inhis hometown of Blackburn (Lancs. ). 
He was in his eighties. 

Eddie Adamson was the founder and 
Organiser of the National Front branch in 
Blackburn in the early days of that party. 
Later, in 1973, he handed the leadership 
over to younger hands but remained very 
much involved. When the NF split at the 
beginning of the 1980s he transferred his 
support to the British National Party and 


remained loyal to it to the end of his days. 
Long after he had passed the activist age, 
he continued to campaign for the BNP as 
best he could, and was a regular writer of 
supportive letters to local newspapers. 

We salute this grand old warrior, who 
never gave up the good fight. 


Moyna Traill- 
Smith 


Not all readers will know of Moyna 
Traill-Smith, who died ofa heart attack at 
her home near Cape Town, South Africa, 
in September, aged 77. 

Moyna, proudly of British descent, was 
amember of A.K. Chesterton’s League of 
Empire Loyalists before following AKC 
into the National Front in the late 1960s. 
Subsequently she became a supporter, 
though never a member, of the British 
National Party and maintained occasional 
correspondence with John Tyndall over 
the years, keeping him abreast of events 
in South Africa. In her last letter she sadly 
contrasted the order and stability of her 
country in the apartheid days to the 
anarchy of today, when, she said, no 
woman could venture out of her home 
without being armed. 

With her death we regret the passing of 
atrue friend of Britain and our movement. 


Hans Eysenck 


Professor Hans Eysenck, one of the 
most courageous scientists of his 
generation, has died in London, aged 81. 
In the course of a distinguished career at 
the Institute of Psychiatry at London 
University, Prof. Eysenck published some 
80 books and 1,600 journal articles. Many 
of these dealt with his pioneering work in 
psychology, but he also raised eyebrows 
by studying astrology andthe paranormal. 

He will always be remembered by racial 
nationalists for the courage with which, 
together with the American professor 
Arthur Jensen, he stood almost alone in 
academia in the neo-Marxist dark days of 
the early 1970s, daring to discuss the 
overwhelming evidence for inherited 
racial differences in intelligence. At the 
height of the outcry against them in 1971, 
both men had to have bodyguards. 

Hans Eysenck was born in Berlin, the 
son of successful actors, but left Germany 
in 1934 because he refused to join the 
Nazi party, and could therefore not holda 
post at the University of Berlin. This 
inconvenient fact frequently proved 
embarrassing to leftist agitators who 
condemned his references to racial 
differences as ‘Nazi’.

THE GHOSTS OF > 


RAPPAREE COVE 


MATTHEW ARMITAGE looks at what’s behind the 
recent spate of interest in a remote beach in Devon 


RAPPAREE COVE is situated near the North Devon 
seaside town of Ilfracombe. Until recently, its main claim to 
fame was the occasional find of gold coins from a 
shipwreck years ago. On the pebble beach is a low mound 
which, for some reason, members of Britain’s Afro- 
Caribbean Community have become convinced contains 
the remains of a cargo of slaves shipwrecked during the 
days of the slave trade. Bernie Grant has visited it to pay 
his respects; there are demands that a memorial be 
erected on the site and there’s been a remembrance 
service conducted on the beach. The evidence suggests 
that we’re going to hear a lot more about Rapparee Cove. 

Actually it’s highly unlikely that the mound does contain any 
remains of slaves. Slave ships generally bought their human 
cargoes from black or semitic slave-traders on the African 
coast and sailed directly to the Americas, rarely visiting 
England en route. 

A local historian has a far more convincing explanation. He 
believes that the mound is the resting place of French 
prisoners of war from the Napoleonic Wars shipwrecked off the 
North Devon coast.During the Napoleonic Wars hundreds of 
prisoners of war were brought to the West Country — Dartmoor 
prison was originally built to house them. 

The easiest way to resolve the matter would be to excavate 
the mound to find out what exactly is contained in it. If there are 
human remains, the local police pathologist would rapidly be 
able to determine the race of those concerned, for there are 
marked differences in the bone structure of the different races. 
Regardless of such discoveries, it may be best if any remains 
are re-interred elsewhere, lest they become the objective of 
grave robbers. This is happening in South Africa where the 
graves of British soldiers killed during the Zulu War of 1879 are 
being opened so that insignia, medals and weapons can be 
stolen and sold to collectors overseas. 

If nothing is done matters could get out of hand, with 
‘brothers and sisters’ from all over the world arriving to pay 


their respects at Rapparee Cove. It would be interesting to see 
how the citizens of North Devon react to this. 

Others might get in on the act as well. Supposing French 
patriots should decide that the mound contains the remains of 
some of their prisoners of war? Might they start demanding that 
a memorial be erected for them? What if local BNP activists 
declared their belief that the bones are those of a cargo of 
white slaves? Many thousands of the losers in the English 
Civil War and Monmouth’s rebellion were shipped in chains 
from West Country ports to become slaves in the West Indies. 
Where is their memorial? Why do we never hear about the 
huge trade in poor whites sold or kidnapped into slavery? 

Because, of course, the people making the fuss about black 
slavery and the tale of the mound at Rapparee Cove have a 
more sinister motive than teaching history. 


Ceaseless propaganda 


In recent years we've heard more and more of the alleged 
inhumanity of the white race to the other races in the world. 
Does a day ever go by without media coverage of the 
‘Holocaust’? The celebrations for the official European 
discovery of the Americas were marred by protests about the 
millions of native Americans killed by the Europeans by military 
campaigns or disease.

On the following Saturday afternoon, 
the 27th, Mr. Tyndall spoke at a meeting 
attended by nearly 80 near Birmingham, 
organised by the party’s West Midlands 
Region. He chose the occasion and 
location to speak of Joseph Chamberlain, 
whom he described as ‘‘a great man of the 
Midlands.’’ Chamberlain’s works, first as

ham, was attended by about 50 people, 
including many whose interest in the BNP 
had been aroused by the party’s election 
broadcast in April. The main thrust of Mr. 
Tyndall’s speech was that Britain in the 
1990s had become like a lunatic asylum in 
which the inmates had taken charge. He 
spoke of local authorities lavishing 
taxpayers’ money on sexual perverts; the 
British Tourist Authority being ashamed of 
the Union Flag; the Government sitting 
down and negot-iating with the allies of 
the IRA; and British troops being sent to 
former Yugoslavia, where no British 
interest was in the remotest way at stake. 


Government ‘insanity’ slammed 


This insanity, he said, was rife quite 
regardless of what government was in 
office; ‘New Labour’ was just continuing 
where the Tories had left off. 

Before Mr. Tyndall’s speech, an 
interesting local report was given by 
Mansfield Organiser Steve Belshaw. The 
meeting was chaired by East Midlands 
Regional Organiser John Peacock and a 
sei collection raised £270.
